orer, Philip Gallion. There arc be- 
lieved to be 22 still in the mine. 


Kockwood, Tenn.—(XP)—The almost 


super-human struggle of one miner to 
escape and his failure, with fresh air 
and safety but a hundred feet away, 
was revealed Tuesday as rescue crews 
penetrated deep into the Roan Iron 
company's coal mine near here, where 
an explosion is believed to have taken 
a toll of at least 2$ lives. 


Apparently crawling more than 1,- 


000 feet in an effort to reach an air 
hole. Clarence Stevens fell victim to 
the deadly "afterdamp" a few minutes 
before he would have erached safety 
members of the rescue 
crew which 


found his body declared.

Milwaukee, Wis.—(XP)—Social work- 


ers of today must meet the "fallacy 
that all of the workers are rolling in 
high wages" Miss Mary E. McDowell, 
commissioner in the Chicago depart- 
ment of public welfare said here Mon- 
day night before the Social and Civic 
Work Conference for Wisconsin. 


In her address on problems of deal- 


ing with public opinion in welfare 
work. Miss McDowell said the idea 
that workers were plentifully supplied 
with money was prevalent on every- 
hand. 


"We must meet and combat the idea 


that workers ride in motors and wear 
silk stockings and shirts," she said. 
"That fallacy began during the war— 
the story of the extravagance of the 
wage earners. I found it it in Lon- 
don and Paris in 1913, when I was told 
of the extravagance of the munition 
women workers who for the first time 
in their lives had secured a wage that 
they had never dreamed of and the 
story went that they were spending 
their money for furs and jewelry, etc. j

The district attorney of Marathon 


county, Lippert by name/has just been 
found guilty by a jury of taking bribe 
money to protect criminals.

WHO'S TO BLAME FOB MEASLES? 


The 
jrrand 
co-ordinated study., pf. the common 


cold, whatever that may be. by numerous official 
and quasiofficial health organizations has been un- 
der way for about a year now. and they have riT1" 
one epochal discovery, to wit,, how to get occasional 
newspaper space which the stuff would otherwise 
scarcely merit. Watch for occasional rehashes of 
the old hokum bunkem about alleged "colds."' I 
don't know whether the Chicago health department 
is co-operating in the big hunt for evidence that 
"colds" happen, but the Chicago 
health commis- 


sioner has just issued a. general alarm urging peo- 
ple to lay in plenty of coal now. as insufficient 
heat is an important cause for 'em. From this I 
venture to predict that the measles and 19 other 
diseases which get off to a brisk start under the 
guise of "common cold" will be about as prevalent 
as ever this season. 


Measles, by the way, is one ot the common res- 


piratory infections which proves increasingly fatal 
under the 
present passive policy of "control" of 


communicable diseases. The death rate from this 
disease has been higher this year than ever before 
in the 13 years the Metropolitan Life 
Insurance 


company has kept records, and they deal with 1".- 
000,000 insured persons. That such a respiratory 
infection should increase, while diphtheria as stead- 
ily decreases, is a grave reflection.*! maintan, upon 
the public health administration today. Are not the 
public health authorities accountable for the spread 
of measles when they insist that the "common cold" 
is a disease entity,which is not necessarily infec- 
tious? 
Measles 
begins with the symptoms of a 


"feverish cold." Of course any such illness should 
be isolated, be it ever so common. But with our 
public health authorities stoutly maintaining that 
some alleged "colds" are not infectious at all, is it 
not natural that people should seize upon this of- 
ficial 
sanction" and dodge that little duty to the 


community? I believe that any public health au- 
thority who teaches that there is such a disease 
entity as "a common cold" not of infectious origin 
vet refuses to define it so that intelligent beings 
may know what he means, ought io be impeached 
for malfeasance. 


The virus or germ of measles is in the nose and 


throat secretions and the infection is' conveyed in 
the droplets of secretion given off in the spra-y from 
nose or mouth when the individual talks, laughs, 
sneezes or coughs. The infection is not conveyed 
hrough the skin or from contact with the rash. 
Nor is it con-veyetl through the air or by the expired 
breath of the patient. The ranee of the sprav is 
not over five feet in ordinary conversation, but in- 
creases to ten or twelve feet when the 
patient 


coughs or sneezes •with face uncovered. Beyond 12 
feet one simply can't catch me_asles. There is no 
good evidence that measles may be carried by a 
hird person 
not himself coming down \\ith the 


disease. But there is plenty of evidence that the 
disease is most communicable in the stage of inva- 
sion, before the rash appears. It is in this stage, 
when the victim seems to have just a "common 
cold," that isolation is so necessary and, thanks to 
the bad teaching of our public health guardians, so 
seldom employed. - , 
•

It would not hurt

leaving it until it freezes. The best 
way to keep from leaving it on the 
side of the barn too long is not to 
hang it there. 


"Thousands of bushels of fire dried 


seed corn will be needed next spring 
and good prices are likely to prevail. 
Other northern states will be calling 
on Wisconsin for thousands of bushels 
of good seed corn, and the Wisconsin 
experiment association will try 
to 


help its members and other farmers 
of Wisconsin to obtain good prices 
for properly picked and cured seed.

Little or No Unemployment in) 


Paper Centers, S o c i a l 
Workers Told 


Milwaukee— OP)—Wisconsin's paper 


mill industry has been 
"reasonably 


prosperous" and the paper mills of 
the state arc seldom shut down, May- 
or Georgo W. Mead ot Wisconsin Rap- 
ids, told industrial men at tho indus- 
trial division of the Wisconsin Social 
and Civic Work conference her* Mon- 
day. 


Mr. Mea& who is president of a pa- 


per company, said the industry has 
been reasonably steady since the be- 
ginning of 1916. 
His address tealt 


with the stabilization of employment 
in tho paper mills ot the state. 


"Except for a slight recession," he 


said, "in the fall of 191S immediately 
following the Armistice and agau in 
the early part of 1921, the paper nills 
throughout the state have been in 
continuous operation. Paper machines 
are operated twenty-four hours in the 
day and are shut down for only Sun- 
days and the four principal holicays 
in" the year. 
With 
the exceptons 


stated, it may be said that all xell 
managed paper mills in the state have 
had no general unemployment piob- 
lems for the past eleven years. 


THREE INTERRUPTIONS 


"Steady employment of men in this 


as well as in any industry is subject 
to three general causes of interrip- 
tion: first, our complex industrial s;s- 
tem is subject to crises and deprts- 
sions. We all hope that time and ex- 
perience will gradually correct ti.is 
great evil. It is too large a subject to 
discuss here and in fact no single in- 
dustry can undertake to solve the 
problem. We shall have to avert 1he 
evil so far as possible and then nuke 
the best of things in a time of depres- 
sion until the storm passes. Second, 
we have what is called the seasonal 
fluctuation in business. This applies to 
all manufacture and trade. People bay 
and consume more cf 
certain com- 


modities in one time of tne year than 
in another. Then, certain 
kinds of 


work can be carried on only durin? 
tho summer or during the winter. 
Again rainfall is the controlling factor 
In the flow of the rivers: water power 
has a wide variation: paper mills de- 
pend upon water power and employ 
many men when the water power is 
good or few men when the water pow- 


er is low. Third, we have what is call- 
ed the turnover in industry. 


"«e:i?«n:il fluctuation in the paper 


industry can be controlled to a large 
extent by management. A 
properly 


managed sales department will accom- 
plish much in persuading customers to 
distribute their purchases as evenly as 
possible throughout the twelve months 
of the year. Distributors and consum- 
ers of all grades of nnpcr are more and 
more convinced of the value of this 
policy. The industry 
has made great 


strides in the last ten to twenty years 
in this direction so that now seasonal 
demand need not be regarded as a 
great evil. Paper machines in Wiscon- 
sin are seldom shut down. 


"Paper manufacturers are constant- 


ly building new additions and exten- 
sions. Careful and.ean.cst manage- 
ment can make this department fairly 
stable. Many paper companies have 
regularly organized 
construction de- 


partments and manage to keep most 
of the men steadily employed in win- 
ter and summer. This 
is done by 


starting the work in the early summer 
and getting the. buildinga enclosed by 
the time cold weather starts in. Then 
all setting ot machinery and other in- 
terior work can be carried on through- 
out the very cold months of winter. It 
may be said, therefore, that great care 
in management will 
result in fairly 


steady employment 
of construction 


crews in the paper industry."
